BIG HAITIAN BATTLE NEAR. 


Our Bluejackets Land at Cape Hal- 
tien as Crisis Approaches.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 13.—The Navy 
Department was advised late this aft- 
ernoon in a dispatch from Commander 
William K. Harrison, commanding the 
cruiser San Francisco at Uort Haitien, 
that it is generally expected there that 
a pitched battle will take place to-mor- 
row in or near Cape Haitien between 
President Zamor and Davilmar Theo- 
dore, the leader of the revolutionist 
forces. 

Zamor leads the small regular army 
of Haiti, and in all has upward of 2,000 
men, 

Commander Harrison has landeded 35 
bluejackets to protect the Unied States 
Consulate, and is prepared to land a 
much larger force if circumstances 
should require it. The British Consulate 
at Port Haitien is guarded by a detach- 
men tof marines, and the United States 
has been asked to extend protection to 
the various foreign consulates there. 
The policy of the foreign commanders 
to alow the contending forces to have a 
fair chance to try conclusions will be 
adhered to. 

Commander Harrison ventured no es- 
timate of the strength of the two armies 
or prediction as to which would prove 
victorious. 


CAPE HAITIEN, Haiti, Feb. 13.—Gen. 
Orestes Zamor, newly chosen President 
of Haiti, decided to-day to proceed en- 
ergetically against Gen. Davilmar Theo-

BRITISH ROAD HIRES 
AMERICAN MANAGER 


Great Eastern Appoints Henry 
W. Thornton of the Long 
island Railroad. 


NO ENGLISHMAN AVAILABLE 


Lord Claud Hamilton Says He Had 
to Get an American to Bring 
the Road Up to Date. 


By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Tele- 
graph to The New York Times, 


LONDON, Saturday, Feb. 14.—The 
Directorate of the Great Eastern threw 
a bombshell into the British railway 
camp yesterday by its announcement 
that it had named an American execu- 
tive to bring its system up to date, and 
that Henry W. Thornton, General Su- 
perintendent of the Long Island Rail- 
road, would be its General Manager. 

In announcing the appointment at 
the annual meeting of the company, 
Lord Claud Hamilton, the Chairman, 
explained that the dearth of proficient 
men in the British railway world made 
the choice of an American necessary, 
and said there was something paltry 
about the British system which tend- 
ed to interfere with the mental ac- 
tivity of employes, reducing them to 
automata as merit was sacrificed to 
seniority. 

The Directors are much criticised in 
this morning’s newspapers, particular- 
ly for the admission that no sufficient 
effort had been made to keep in touch 
with operating talent on the railroad. 

The Daily Mail, which asserts that 
the district covered by the Great East- 
ern is worse served than afhy other 
part of England, says it seems ex-| 
traordinary that #1 a country of 45,-! 
000,000 inhabitants, in a service pos-| 
sessing the prestige of the railways, | 
young men of capacity cannot be| 
found at home. 

“The obvious remedy.” it continues, 
“ts for railway boards to watch and) 
bring forward their able young men, 
and make an end of the system that, 
on its own admission, destroyes initla- 
tive and the sense of responsibility and} 
converts latent ability into an indif- 
ferent machine. The talent is here in| 
our midst. The Indian, Egyptian, and 
Argentine railway systems are largely 
managed and worked by young Eng- 
lishmen, with whose alertness no fault 
is found. It is. the oid story: a prophet 
has no honor in his own country. The 
moral is not that Englishmen are in- 
capable, but that some British rail- 
way boards need to mend their ways.” 

In an interview given after his 
speech, Lord Claud said: 

“Let me say at once that it fs the 
system, not the men, that I am criticis- 
ing. I believe our railway men on the 
average are as good as you wil! find in 
the world; but, while I am convinced | 
that among the 4,000 clefks in our 
company’s service there must be quite 
a number of able men, the trouble is 
that under our present system I never 
get to hear of them.” 

Mr. Thornton, when 
said: 

“TJ look forward with great interest 
to taking charge of an English rail- 
way. I believe I am the first Ameri- 
ean manager to take charge of an 
English railway, but that is no justifi- 
eation for the inference that American 
ideas are to be introduced, except those 
fundamental ideas which are consid- 
ered good business in any part of the 
world. The governing principle is to 
provide people with what they want.” 

When asked if he had any message 
for the British public, Mr. Thornton 
said: 

“It is just this: Give me a chance to

her arrival that, notwithstanding the 
vigilance of the newspaper reporters, 
she was lodged at the Rockefeller home 
there hours before they knew she had 
come at all. * 

The station at Tarrytown was watched 
all day, and the watchers were thrown 
off the trail by the inquiries made there 
from the Rockefeller house as to when 
the train would come in. Mrs. Rocke- 
feller was not brought to Tarrytown, 
but to Philipse Manor, two miles to the 
north, and there her husband was wait- 
ing for her with an auto. She is ill, 
and was so feeble that she had to be 
carried from the train to the motor 
car. . 

Ahead of her, and very effective for 
the purpose of misleading the curious, 
came the 140 trunks, which were de- 
posited on the platform of the station 
at Tarrytown. The Rockefellers, it is 
thought, are here for a prolonged stay. 


Tax Blanks Mailed to Rockefeller. 

CLEVELAND, Feb. 13.—Harry Weiss, 
Internal Revenue Collector for North- 
ern Ohio, to-day mailed to John D.

Henry W. Thornton obtained a leave 
of absence from President Ralph Peters 
of the Long Island Railroad three weeks 
ago. This leave was asked for in order 
that he might visit London to confer 
with the Directors of the Great Eastern 

tailroad. 

When a cablegram from him arrived 
at the office of President Peters yester- 
day* the office force thought that it con- 
tained merely an announcement that he 
had completed his conference and was 


ready to come back home. But the cable 
turned out to be a notice of Mr. Thorn- 
ton’s resignation, and it created a gen- 
eral sensation throughout the Long Isl- 
and system when its contents became 
known.

It is 
said that the British purpose to help 
care for Americans, should the neces- 
sity arise. 

It is probable that some plan will 
be made by which Americans may 
assist in a non-combatant capacity. 

The defense plans include a mili- 


tary organization, which has been car- 
ried out with extreme secrecy, all the 
members being sworn. 

It is believed that officers and men 
have been sent here quietly by the va- 
rious Governments corecerned. 

The portion of the town which is to 
be used for concentration purposes 
has been carefully mapped. ard to 
each colonk has been assigned its posi- 
tion. 

These positions have been chosen 
with a view to the number of nationals 
here and therr ability to furnish men 
for police and defense purposes.

RESCUE WOMEN AT FIRE. 


Passaic Department Store Burns 
and Families Are Imperiled.

PASSAIC, N. J., Feb. is—Fire to- 
night destroyed the large department 
store of Isaac Liebson at 813-315 Pas- 
saic Street. It started from an over- 
heated furnace under the stairway in 
the basement of the store, and rapidly 
spread to the second floor, where Lieb- 
son, his wife and two daughters and 
son, Dr. Charles Liebson, make their 
home.

An officer of the Japanese cruiser 
Izumo, with several men, has re- 
mained here, ostensibly to make a 
study of Mexican governmental meth- 
ods. He has been investigating all 
departments, having finished with 
that of Finance several days ago and 
having sent his report to Tokio. He 
is now investigating the Department 
of Commerce and Industry. 

It is generally believed that this is 
done with a view to possible Japa- 
nese immigration to Mexico.

ONLY AMERICA CAN MEDDLE. 


Statement by This Government to 
Germany Is Told Reichstag. 


BBPRLIN, Feb. 13.—The Mexican situ- 
ation came up for discussion to-day in 
the Imperial Parliament when Dr. Al- 
fred Zimmermann, Under Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, answered an 
interpellation by two of the National 
Liberal leaders as to whether President 
Huerta had made representations to 
Germany in regard to the raising of the 
embargo on the evportation of arms 
from the United States to Mexico. 

Dr. Zimmermann said the United 
States Government, when it informed 
Germany of the raising of the embargo, 
had expressed the conviction that no- 
body outside of Mexico could enforce a 
settlement of that country’s difficulties. 
The restoration of peace in Mexico, he 
said, could be hoped for only if the 
Mexican factions were allowed to fight 
out their quarrels without interference; 
and the raising of the embargo merely 
gave American citizens the same right 
of selling arms as that enjoyed by other 
nations. 

The Under Secretary informed the 
House that measures had been taken to 
protect Germars in Mexico, and de- 
clared that Mexico would be held fully 
responsible for all their property losses, 
which had been considerable, 


GUNS SENT FROM VERA CRUZ. 


But Washington Is Not Aware of 
Any Special Preparations Now. 


VERA CRUZ, Feb. 13.—A party 
British bluejackets landed two machine 
guns from the British flagship Suffolk 
late last night and placed them on 
board a car on the Mexican Railway, 
consigned to the British Legation in 
Mexico City. With the guns was sent 
a@ great amount of ammunition. 

It is assumed here that the guns 
and ammunition are intended for the 
defense of the British Legation in case 
of an uprising in the Federal capital. 

Rear Admiral Mayo to-day forwarded 
to Gen. Maass, the Federal military 
commandant here, a brief note calling 
his attention to the attempted assassina- 
tion of Lieut. Arthur B. Cook of the 
United States battleship Connecticut, on 
Wednesday night.

WATCH DIAZ’S FOES IN HAVANA 


Officials Hear Alleged Huerta Land- 
ed from Steamship.

MAY DEPORT MEXICAN GIRL.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The example 
set by the British Admiral, Sir Chris- 
topher Craddock, in sending a marine 
guard with machine guns from Vera 
Cruz to the City of Mexico to protect 
the British Legation has not been fol- 
lowed by this Government, and it is not 


thought likely that any attempt will be 
made to send an armed force to provide 
Nelson O'Shaughnessy, the American 
Chargé, with an embassy guard, 

Rear Admiral Fletcher, in command 
of the squadron in Mexican waters, how- 
ever, has full discretion in regard to 
the matter, and Mr. O'Shaughnessy 
would only have to make the request to 
have a guard of marines on the way 
to the capital to protect him. Mr. 
O’Shaughnessy’s dispatches have never 
contained a word in regard to the pro- 
tection of the United States Embassy, 
and he has shown no apprehension 
whatever as to the safety of himself and 
his family. Mrs. O'Shaughnessy is still 
with him, and this circumstance goes far 
to reassure any who might be disposed 
to fear that the Embassy would be 
subject to attack if rioting should be 
started in the City of Mexico. 

John Lind, at Vera Cruz, has been pro- 
vided with a small guard and is amply 
protected by the smaller vessels of the 
United States squadron stationed there. | 

A dispatch was received at the Navy 
Department late to-day from Rear Ad- 
miral Mayo, in which details were given 
of the attack upon Lieut.

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SAYS OBEYING LAW 
SANK THE MONROE 


lf He Had Kept On in the Fog, 


He Might Have Saved Her, 
Capt. Johnson Testifies. 


BUT IT WAS A SLIM CHANCE 


And if He Had It to Do Again He 
Would Do the Same Thing—Com- 
plimented Even by Berry’s Counsel.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 13.—Capt. Ed- 
ward E. Johnson, master of the wrecked 
Old Dominion liner Monroe, testified to- 
day that if he he had disregarded the 
international rules of navigation he 
might have avoided the collision with 
the steamer Nantucket and the conse- 
quent loss of the Monroe and forty-one 
lives. 

Resuming the stand at the trial of 
Capt. Osmyn Berry of the Nantucket 
before the Government authorities for 
alleged negligence in the management 
of his ship, Capt. Johnson declared that 
if he had not stopped the Monroe when 
he heard the Nantucket’s fog signal, 
his vessel might have cleared the Nan- 
tucket. Kut he said it was a slim 
chance, and his voice trembled as he 
said nis course was justified. 

** If I had it to do over again,’’ he ex- 
The collision 
doubts. The time was short. I had to 
act quickly.”’ 

John F. Lewis, President of the Acad- 
emy of the Fine Arts, widely known as 
an authority on admiralty law and coun- 
sel for Capt. Berry, said: ‘‘ It is cheap 
enough for us landsmen to talk in this 
room about the proper thing to do. 
Capt. Johnson, you and you alone knew 
how quickly you had to act. While 
counsel for Capt. Berry, I do not in any 
form seek to criticise or condemn you.”’ 

Starboard for Safety. 

The international ruie requires mas- 
ters to stop their craft upon hearing a 
fog signal from an approaching ship. 
Capt. Johnson swore he had observed 
this rule Then, when he saw the loom 
of the approaching Nantucket, he or-| 
dered ‘‘ engines full speed ahead,’’ coun- 
termanding this order to ‘full speed 
astern ’’ a few seconds before the crash. 
Capt. Johnson testified that whén he 
saw the loom of the Nantucket’s light 
he went ahead full speed to port. 


“Tf I had put my heim hard astar- 
board and gone ahead full speed when 
I heard the fog whistle I might have 
cleared the Nantucket. That is the 
only possible thing, I think, I could 
have done to avoid the coll’sion, but I 
would have been violating the law.’’ 

This testimony brought about a curi- 
ous situation—that is, Capt. Johnson’s 
adherence to the rule helped to make 
the collision possible, while one of the 
charges against Capt. Berry is that his 
alleged failure to obey the same rule 
‘‘was the immediate cause of the col- 
lision.”’ 

While Mr. Lewis spared Capt. Johnson 
and complimented him for his bravery, 
the attorney made it plain that Capt. 
Berry’s defense would be that the Mon- 
roe’s master was culpable. In an in- 
terview Mr. Lewis said the collision 
might have been avoided by several 
quick manoeuvres by Johnson, but that 
he had swung his ship broadside into 
the lane of the Nantucket. 


Might Have Sunk Nantucket. 


Asked if 1t would have been a good 
thing for the Nantucket when she struck 
the Monroe to have remained locked to 
her, with a view of helping in the reftue 
work, instead of backing off, Capt. 
Johnson gave it as his opinion that it 
would have been a ‘“‘ foolish thing to do,”’ 
as the Monroe might have pulled the 
Nantucket down by the stem, when 
water would have poured into the big 
hole in the Nantucket’s bow and might 


have sunk her. 

One of the mysteries of the disaster, 
Capt. Johnson said, was why the Mon- 
roe sank by the stern, when the hole 
was forward. The only way he could 
account for this, he’said, was that the 
water probably ran to the stern and 
caused that part of the vessel to settle 
first. 

Capt. Johnson finished his testimony 
to-day after having been on the witness 
stand three days. The examining au- 
thorities complimented Capt. Johnson 
for the ‘‘ manly manner” in which he 
had answered their questions. 


MORE CENSORS OF STAGE. 
Anti-Suffragists to Pick Out the 
Good and Bad Plays. 


Censoring the gtage has spread to the 
New York State Association Opposed to 
Woman Suffrage, and next monday the 
Committee on the Drama appointed by 
that organization will begin its labors to 
pick out the good and the bad plays now 
being presented in New York. 

The committee is headed by Miss Alice’ 
Hill Chittenden. President; Mrs. Ever- 
ett P. Wheeler, Mrs. Arthur M. Dodge, 
and Mrs. Benjamin Nicoll. 

“The necessity for exerting the in- 
fluence of our society against undesir- 
able plays,”’ said Miss Chittenden last 
night, “is apparent when the character 
of the plays that have been approved, 
indorsed, and praised by some of our 
sex is seen, 

‘““We believe that it is merely doing 
our duty as women to try to discounte- 
nance and discontinue a certain type of 


production. We shall not adopt ‘ mili- 
tant methods,’ (we leave that to others,) 
nor are there ‘cranks’ among us who 
will aim for the sensational and the 
bizarre.

Qualify at Bellevue for First Time 
in Hospital’s History. 


For the first time in the history 2f 
3ellevue Hospital, women have quali- 
fied to become ambulance surgeons. Two 
young women doctors from the Cornell 
medical school passed the examinations 
which ended yesterday, and it is now up 
to the Board of Trustees whether they 
shall become full fledged _ internes.

The position carries no salary with it, 
but the city provides full maintenance 
and the positions are generally sougnt 
by young doctors for the sake of the 
practice they give. 

Dr. Balliser, if accepted by the Board 
of Trustees will get eighteen months’ 
service, while Dr. Tjohnlands will get | 
twelve months. The Board of Trustees 
has power to reject any applicant.

In the bitter cold that prevailed from 
7 o’clock on Thursday night until 7 
o'clock last night, the Fire Department 
of Manhattan and the Bronx was called 
out to fight eighty-one fires, and of 
this number fifty of the alarms were 
turned in between 7 P. M. Friday and 
4 o'clock yesterday morning. The work 
was hard for the firemen, as the water 
froze as fast as it struck the buildings 
or sidewalks. 

At 4 o'clock vesterday morning, when 
the mercury was hovering around zero, 
a fire was discovered in the Turkish 
bath establishment at 161-168 Monroe 
Street.

AVIATORS FOR SHIP RESCUE. 


2eady to Drop Lines to Big Vessels 
Caught in Lake Michigan Ice. 


Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 13.—Two of the larger 


ake steamships, with more than 100 
persons aboard, are firmly imbedded in 
ice. The vessels are two miles off 
shore, and can be seen from the roofs 
of Chicago skyscrapers. The vessels 
are in danger of being crushed by the 
ice. Aviators to-night are preparing 
their aeroplanes for use at the first op- 
portunity to drop life lines over the 


essels and rescue their passengers and 
‘rews. 

For forty-eight hours almost the 
steamer Arizona of the Goodrich Line 
and the Kansas of the Northern Michi- 
gan transportation fleet have been ice- 
bound with the wind steadily blowing 
from the east. Wireless dispatches 
from the commanders of the two vessels 
say that the ice surrounding them is 
from fifty to sixty feet deep and packed 
solid. There is danger of a gale 
pringing up, forcing even greater 
masses of ice from the eastward an@4 
rushing the ships, That is what hap- 
pened to the steamer Flora M. Hill, 
which was destroyed two years ago. 
Her passengers were forced tu crawl 
to shore over the ice. 

The steamship Alabama, especially 
constructed for fighting ice, was dis- 
patched to the aid of the Arizona and 
Kansas on Wednesday, but became ice- 
bound herself. With the aid of tugs 
she was freed this afternoon and came 
back to port.

STEAMER TAFNA ON ROCKS. 


Strikes on Georgia Coast—Diver 
Trying to Make Repairs.

SAVANNAH, Ga., Feb. 13.—Off the 
ccast of Georgia, midway between Fer- 
nandina and Brunswick, the British 
steamer Tafna, Capt. Boulter, laden 
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27-8 per cent. of the immigrants from 
Northwestern Europe would have been 
barred by the literacy test, while the 
immigration of Southeastern Europe 
would have been reduced by one-third.

The particular vice of this new im- 
migration, he said, was that they came 
over here not to establish themselves 
with tneir families, but to go back with 
the proceeds of their savings to their 
families abroad. 

They did not have the stability of the 
‘‘old immigration” which brought its 
families here and which became citi- 
zens. Unlike “old immigration” most 
cf them went to the cities, approximately 
‘7 per cent. 

After studies of the thirty-seven great 
industries of the country, the United 
States Immigration Commission “igund 
that 64 per cent. of the unskilled or 
came from southern and eastern Pra. 
repe. In the steel industry the propor- 
tion was 8 per cent. Almost similar 
proportions existed in the clothing and 
soft coal industries. 

That these unskilled immigrants were 
crowding not enly native-born workers 
2nd the sons of native-born parents, 
but also those similarly situated to 
themselves, was disclosed by the com- 
mission’s study. Senator Dillingham 
said that 41 per cent. of those married 
kept boarders and lodgers, while the 
total number was employed only from 
one-half to two-thirds of the time fer 
which they might reasonably have ex- 
pected employment.

Advocates Point to Humiliation of 
Having American Naval Officers 
Outranked in Mexico.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The Senate 
this afternoon, without a reill cali and 
with practically no opposition, passed 
the bill introduced by Senator Bryan of 
Florida creating the grade of Vice Ad- 
mirals at salaries of $11,000 a year 
tor the appointment of six Vice Ad- 
morals at salaries of $11,000 a year 
while on sea duty or shore duty out- 
side the continental United States, 
though shore duty at home would en- 
title them only to the pay and allow- 
ances of a Rear Admiral voi the upper 
nine. 

The Senate adopted an amendment, 
proposed by Senator Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts, that will prevent the appoint- 
ment of Vice Admirals from causing a 
horizontal promotion through all grades 
of the service, by providing that the 
number of Vice Admirals ana Rear Ad- 
mirals together shall not exceed the 
present number of Rear Admirals of 
both classes. The bill provides that all 
appointments to the new grade shall be 
made by the President wilh the con- 
sent of the Senate trom the Rear Ad- 
mirals who “ have servea with credit 
1n command of a fleet, squadron, di- 
vision or other command alioat.”’ 

The brief debate in the Senate showed 
that the motive behind the bill arose 
chiefly from a desire to prevent Ameri- 
can navai officers in impurtant com- 
inands from being outranxea by foreign 
officers. This was the view taken by 
Mr. Lodge of Massachusetts and Mr. 
toot of New rxork, while Mr. Over- 
man of North Carolina empnasized the 
suggestion by saying that the American 
naval ofticer in command at Vera Cruz 
would probably have to yield to a Brit- 
ish ofiicer 1f any international torce 
of marines should be sent inland to 
Mexico City. . 

“What is the condition in Mexico to- 
day?”"’ said Mr. Uverman. ‘ There is 
England with two little cruisers. Here 
is our Admiral with twenty-six battle- 
ships. Yet England, by the fact that 
she has a Vice Admiral, takes charge 
in case we have to go into Mexico with 
our marines, and we have to take a 
back seat. 

‘TI am informed that in case we had 
to send marines into the City of Mexico 
this man would take charge and pursue 
his policy. England would not permit 
for a moment that her Vice Admiral 
should be commanded by an American 
Rear Admiral. 

The only fight of the day came on 
an amendment proposed by Senator 
Bristow of Kansas, increasing the age 
of retirement for Vice Admirals from 
62 to 65 years. The amendment was 
adopted. Mr. Bristow said there was 
no reason for retiring the highest offi- 
cers at the age of 62, when many of 
them were as hale and hearty as ever. 
He deplored the increase of the retired 
list, which he said was instituted chiefly 
for the sake of increasing the Govern- 
ment’s salary roll without increasing 
the Government's ‘‘return on its in- 
vestment.”’ 

‘A few years ago I looked into this 
matter,’’ said Mr. Bristow. ‘‘ That year 
there were only 18 Rear Admirals on 
the active list, but on the retired list 
there were 210 Rear.Admirals, 49 Com- 
modores, 102 Captains, 100 Commanders, 
62 Lieutenant Commanders, 79 Lieuten- 
ants, 61 Junior Lieutenants, 110 Ensigns, 
and 123 warrant officers. The cost of 
the retired list of the navy for that one 
year was $2,898,901.’’ 

Only four of the six Vice Admirais 
will be appointed this year, if the bill 
becomes law. Secretary Daniels said to- 
day that in the selection of officers 
tor the new grade it would be his rule 
to pick the biggest and best men he 
could find. ‘The rule of seniority wiil 
not apply, and the present exigencies of 
the different commands will largely con- 
trol in making the selections. 

The first four officers who are ex- 
pected to be advanced to the grade of 
Vice Admiral are Rear Admiral Charles 
J. Badger, commanding the Atlantic 
Fleet; Rear Admiral Frank Friday 
Fletcher, commanding the detached 
squadron stationed in Mexican waters; 
Rear Admiral Thomas B. Howard, com- 
manding the Pacific Fleet, and Rear Ad- 
miral Walter S. Cowles, commanding the 
Asiatic Fleet. If any variation is to be 
made in this list of selections it may 
happen that the promotion of Rear Ad- 
miral Howard will be postponed in order 
that a Rear Admiral on duty with the 
Atlantic Fleet may be _ promoted to 
provide for the presence of an American 
Vice Admiral in Haitian waters during 
the revolution there following the down- 
fall of President Oreste.

WRIGHT’S NEW CONTROL. 


Wheel to be Used on His Aeroplanes 
Instead of Levers. 


A new form of aeroplane control, 
which in the opinion of Orville Wright, 
its inventor, will make it easier and 
safer to fly was announced in letters 
received by aviators here yesterday 
from the Wright Company at Dayton, 
Ohio. This is the description of the 
device as given by Orville Wright: 

The usual lever system has been replaced 
by an automobile type of steering wheel in 
combination with a handle, which makes 
the control not only stronger and simpler, 
but makes it much more effective. Fo:rmer- 
ly the elevator was controlled by a_ for- 
ward and backward movement of a lever 
in the left hand, while the warping and 
rudder were controlled by the forward and 
backward movement of a lever in the right 
hand, the rudder being offset for a turn 
by tyrning the handle of this right hand 
lever. This control, which has been used 
ever since 1908, was very effective for 
exhibition flying, for which it was par- 
ticularly designed, and has proved a very 
precise one when once mastered. But for 
long distance flights many aviators found 
this control tiresome, and in the new and 
safer machine it has become necessary to 
modify it into the new form. 

The steering wheel is of automobile type 
and the control is perfectly instinctive, the 
wheel being pushed forward and backward 
to control the elevation of the machine and 
side to balance it 
wheel from side 


| the movement was to make as soon 


turned from side to 
laterally. In turning the 
to side the rudder handle is turned with 
the wheel, thus giving a perfect lateral 
balance,* and in turns it is only necessary 
to offset the rudder handle to one side or 
the other, still controlling the lateral po- 
sition of the machine by turning the wheel 
and handle together sideways. 

This type of control was adopted 
very careful study had been made of all 
existing systems, and combines many feat- 
ures that have become standard in Europe. 
The control for lateral balance by the steer- 
ing wheel, for example, being the standard 
requirement in the German Army and 
used on the German Wright aeroplanes. 

The novel feature of the control is the 
simple manner in which the rudder control 
is combined with the warping. 

{t has been known for some time that 
the Wright Company contemplated a 
change of control, and aviators have 
been much interested to know what form 
this would take. Flyers, among them 
Harry N,_ Atwood, Oscar’ Brindley, 
Beckwith Havens, and several of the 
army and navy airmen, have expressed 
great admiration for the new system, 
particulariy because of its instinctive- 
ness, Which is bound to make it much 
easier and safer to fly than formerly. 

Capt. Thomas Baldwin, a veteran flier 
in both dirigibles and aeroplanes, said 
that the Wright plan to adopt a new 
control system was a long step ahead 
In aviation, for the reason that it meant 

a movement toward a singie control sys- 
tem for all aeroplanes. Capt. Baldwin 
said he expected the next two or three 
seasons to bring all aeroplanes to a 
common type, or to one or two standard 
types, just as has been the case with 
automobiles.

CHINA A PARTNER 
OF STANDARD OIL 


No $15,000,000 Loan Behind 
the New Agreement, Just a 
Share of the Profits. 


DRILLING TO START SOON 


Oil Deposits Abound, Says the 
American Company—To Spend 
$6,000,000 to $10,000,000. 


Inquiry into the arrangement between 
the Chinese Government and the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of New York for the 
oil concern's future operations in the 
Celestial Kingdom disclosed yesterday a 
transaction which is considered unique 
in the history of ‘‘ big business.’’ It 
amounts to a partnership between a na- 
tional Government and a private cor- 
poration in which, according to Standard 
Oil officials, the Government will re- 
ceive nothing more than its share of 
profits as based on the interest it holds, 
No loan of $15,000,000 or any other 
amount was made by the company, it 
was said, and the Standard Oil interests 
did not receive a concession of any par- 


ticular territory to develop. 


‘““When the negotiations first 
undertaken several months said 
W. E. Bemis, Vice President of the com- 
pany, who made the agreement, ‘ the 
Chinese officials wanted us to 
them a loan and in return offered an 
oil concession after the fashion general- 
ly followed when commercial ventures 
are sanctioned in the Far East. The 
company has not made a practice of de- 
veloping its foreign trade in this way, 
and the offer was rejected. Then it was 
proposed than an American-Chinese 
company be formed in which the Gov- 
ernment should have a minority interest 
and in return for it ald in every way to 
help the Standard forward its work. 

‘* As far as I can discover this is the 
first instance in which a Government 
has entered a partnership with a cor- 
poration. And it is no more than a part- 
nership. The Chinese authorities agreed 
to make arrangements with landowners 
for the laying of our pipe lines, the 
building of railroads and storehouses, 
and, of course, for the free operations 
of our plants on the fields when they 
are discovered. In about three weeks 
our drillers will -be on the ground. We 
will first begin prospecting in the Prov- 
inces of Chi Li and Shen Si and con- 
tinue until profitable fields have been 
located.’’ 

A Race with the Japanese. 

Mr. Bemis spoke with satisfaction of 
the fact that the company had secured 
the right to develop China’s oil re- 
sources away from the Japanese. He 
did not enter into details of the negotia- 
tions, but the inference was that it was 
nip and tuck between the American and 
Japanese interests for the favor of the 
Chinese officials, and that the terms 
offered by the Standard Oil Company 
were the more acceptable. 

“We cannot say yet how profitable 
operations in the Chinese Republic will 
be,”’ continued the ofl man, “nor the 
length of time necessary to have our 
plants in successful operation. It is 
well known, however, that oil deposits 
abound and it is only a matter of 
prospecting until they are clearly sized 
up. We have had geologists and ex- 
perts in the oil business looking over 
the ground fur some time, and when 
their reports come in the company will 
be ready to start things gofng. T should 
say that an expenditure of 
$6,000,000 to $10,000,000 will be 
sary. 

“The Standard Oil Company of New 
York, I think, has a right to take con- 
siderable pride in such commercial ad- 
vancement as China has made in re- 
cent years. We have invested $20,000,- 
000 in the country since 1903, and in the 
ten years since that date have placed 
our products in out-of-the-way corners 
of the kingdom where oil was never 
known before. And it has been done 
by our own agents. Previous to 1903 
we dealt through the established com- 
mercial houses in seaport cities, and 
were one of the very first foreign or-

ganizations to set out to distribute our 
own products, 

‘“Many people believe that the Chi- 
nese are a difficult people to do bust- 
ness with. The Standard of New York 
has never found this to be so. Since 
1906 we have done $100,000,000 worth of 
business with Chinese merchants, great 
and small, and with our own Chinese 
distributors, and in that time have met 
a loss of 634 taels all told, a matter of 
something like $440. It is a eustom of 
the Chinese to settle up their debts at 
their New Year, and they are scrup- 
ulous to wipe the slate clean. 

“The increase of the use of kerosene 
in China has trebled the output of the 
silk industry in the pees seven years. 
The direct cause of this great increase 
was a lamp we had made, an ordinary 
kerosene lamp, with a burning capacity 
of eleven hours at one filling, which we 
designed and sold for 7% cents a piece, 
sometimes making deliveries 3,000 miles 
in the interior. Previous to the intro- 
duction of this lamp in some of the in- 
terior parts of the silk-raising territories 
work had to be confined to the hours 
when the sun shone brightly. Even tn 
places where they had oil they could not 
use it to advantagé because of anti- 
quated lamps in use. In the first year 
our special lamp was sent across the 
sea 875,000 were sold. Since that time 
annual sales have aggregated 2,000,000, 
and the company manufacturing them 
has been worked to capacity to supply 
the demand. 


The Great Increase in Trade. 


“The use of a modern lamp naturally 
increased the call for our product. In 
1903 some 3,500,000 cases of oil were sold 
by the Standard Oil Company of New) 
York in the northern provinces; last 
year sales totaled something over 9,000,- 
000 cases. 

“The Standard Oil Company does not 
make loans of the sort suggested first 
by the Chinese officials, because it is 
not in the banking business. There is a 
great opportunity for American bankers | 
to gain a foothold in the Celestial King- 
dom now at the beginning of a new or- 
der of Government. China is in need 
of money, badly in need of it, and as 
matters stand now she has to go to 
Germany or England for her funds. 
And what are the conditions attached 
to a loan made by European bankers? 
Why the most important one is that, if} 
the loan is made for commercial pur- 
the goods bought with the pro- 
ceeds of the borrowing must be bought 
in the country where the loan Was s8e- 
cured. 

“‘T believe that China offers the great- 
est field for commercial enterprise that 
exists to-day. Gold, silver, copper, and 
coal are to be found in quantity, and 
only capital is needed to do great things. 
The American banker should not let the 
opportunity slip past him. It is to be 
feared that foreign capital is going to 
get ahead of ours in the vast industrial 
and commercial expansion which. is 
sure to come unless steps are taken 
quickly. 

“The action of the State Department 
brought to an end one effort to loan 
money to the Chinese Government. I 
sincerely hope that our bankers may yet 
have the support of the department in 
financial operations in China, and that, 
whether this support is given or not, 
that American ankers will not hesi- 
tate to enter the field on their own 
responsibility.”’ 

Wall Street heard yesterday that the 
action of the Standard Oil Company of 
New York in taking up its giant project 
Was likely to encourage bankers to par- 
ticipate in the unbuilding of Chinese 
industries. Under the new currency law 
it will be possible for national banks 
to establish branches in other countries, 
and it. is.expected that efforts will soon 
be reported of some of the larger in- 
stitutions toward placing branches in 
the leading cities of China.

“As was stated at the annual dinner 


of the American Asiatic Society,’’ said 
he, ** the extension of our trade in the 
East depends primarily upon the initia- 
tive and enterprise of American business.

This in turn 
depends upon the willingness of the pub- 
lic to purchase Chinese securities, and if 
the conclusion of the Standard Oil con- 
tract be followed by satisfactory ar- 
rangements with American contractors 
for the Red Cross conservancy scheme, 
it is to be hoped that we will ultimately 
be able to take our share in the railway 
development also.’’

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FRATERNITY WILL 
REMAIN NEUTRAL 


Players Not Lined Up with 
Organized Ball, Declares 
President Fultz. 


David L. Fultz, President of the Base- 
ball Players’ Fraternity, yesterday em- 
phatically denied the report, which was, 

given out after the conference between | 
representatives of organized baseball , 
and the fraternity Thursday, that the 
iatter organization had lined up with 


organized baseball authorities to work | 


against the operation of the Federal 
_ League. 

The statement came as a surprise to 
Fultz and in order to elucidate matters 
he made a statement, defining the atti- 
tude of the fraternity toward both par- 
ties. The report stated that Fultz, as 
representative of the Players’ Frater- 
nity, agreed that any member of his 
organization violating the reserve clause 
of organized baseball would automati- 
cally suspend h.mseif and that*he cuiid 
not file an application for reinstatement 
until after a period of three years. ‘‘ No 

such agreement was even discussed with 
the officials of organized baseball,” said 
Fultz. 

‘When the battle between the club 
owners of* organized baseball and the 
‘outluw league’ first came to the al- 
tention of the fraternity,’ Mr. frultz 
said, “the situation was thoroughly 
gone over and it was decided that the 
fraternity would take a neutral stand 
in all matters concerning the officials 
of both leagues and no decisions would 
be made, except when they concerned 
the bona fide members of the Players’ 
Fraternity. It is purely a contest be- 
tween the club owners of organized ball 
and those of the invading forces, and 
unless problems concerning individual 
players arise the fraternity will not con- 
nect itself in any way with either party. 
There is no collusion between the three 
parties.’”’ 

In regard to players jumping from the 
organized forces to those of the outlaw 
league, and their subsequent suspen- 
sion, President Fultz explained that 
Articles XVI. and XVII. of the by-laws 
of the fraternity fully covered the mat- 
ter. The first article states that any 
member who becomes a manager , shall 
be suspended during the period he acts 
as manager, and may be reinstated to 
membership only upon approval of the 
Advisory Board. Article XVII. reads: 

Any member of the fraternity who ceases 
to be a member of a protected league shall be 
automatically suspended until such time as 
he enters a protected league, at which latter 
time his membership shall be automatically 
restored without the payment of an additional 
initiation fee, provided, however, that when 
a member goes directly from one protected 
league to another protected league he shall 
not be suspended for any period of time. 
And in any case a suspended member shall 
have protection upon any contract with a 
team in a protected league existing during 
the period of his membership.

NEW AUTO LAW 


| UP IN NEW JERSEY 


Bill Indorsed by Administration 
Provides Tax According 
to Weight of Car. 


A bill is pending in the New Jersey 
Legislature, which takes into considera- 
but the 
weight of an automobile in fixing the 
amount of taxation. It also provides 
that the moneys derived from motor car 
taxation shall be applied to road work 
after the amount necessary for the up- 
keep of the Motor Vehicle Department 
has been deducted. Concerning this 
new law, Joo H. Lippincott, Commis- 
of Motor Vehicles said yester- 
day: 

‘The Motor Vehicle bill now pending 
before the Legislature, together with 
the bill exempting automobiles from 
personal taxation, has the support of 
the Administration. It takes into ac- 
count, in determining the amount of fee 
taid for registration, not only the ques- | 
tion of horse power, but of weight, 
determines upon a much more Scientific | 
basis than at present the probable 
damage which any given vehicle could 
do to our roads. The amount of rev- 
enue is apportioned on such a basis that 
the small and cheap car will not have 
an undue burden placed upon its owner; 
in fact, the present schedule of fees 
this act will not be 
greater than the amount of the present 
registration fee plus the personal tax. 

‘It can readily be seen that the re- 
bill, with the elimination 
of the automobile from personal taxa- 
tion, will provide a large revenue, all 
of which will be applied for road pur- 
and will therefore be distributed 
much more satisfactorily than the total 
revenue now received by the Govern- 
ment from motor vehicles. It has been 
a well known fact for some time that 
the grading of fees in accordance with 
horse power did not bring about the 
result desired, and the element of weight 
was equally important with the horse 
power of the engine. 

“TI confidently believe that other 
States will follow the lead of New 
Jersey in this particular, and that all 
tunds derived from automobiles will be 
assessed upon a more scientific basis,

PUBLICITY AS TO INCOMES. 

A jolly good fellow is Harry WEIss, 
| the Federal Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue at Canton, Ohio. Sociable, chat- 
ty, and communicative, he must be a 
| very popular man in his community. 
He was talking the other day about 
|Mr. Joun D. RoCKEFELLER’s income 
tax. “I have not yet received any 
word from him,” sald Collector WEltss, 
“just the same I have been collect- 
“ing some figures on how much 
“money he earns each year.” 
| Werss was not mean enough to keep 
these figures to himself. If he had 
them, why shouldn’t the public have 
them also? Accordingly: 


1 figure that he will owe $3,000,000 
to the United States Government for 
the first year of the income tdx law. 
I have learned from reliable sources 
that his earnings in dividends from 
the Standard Oil and other corpora- 
tions where he is concerned amount to 
approximately $45,000,000 a year. He 
absolutely will have to pay the $3,000, - 
000 income tax. 

Multitudes of persons to whom Mr. 
ROCKEFELLER’s income has hitherto 
been a matter of pure conjecture will 
be grateful to the Internal Revenue 
| Collector for this approximation. We 
recall some sections of the law relat- 
ing to publicity as to the income tax, 
but probably they do not apply to the 
case of Mr. WEtss. The returns made 
by individuals and corporations, so 
the law says, shall be open to inspec- 
tion only upon the order of the Presi- 
dent. The provision relating to Col- 
lectors and their agents is as follows: 

It shall be unlawful for any Collec- 
tor, Deputy Collector, agent, clerk, or 
any officer or employé of the United 
States to divulge or make known in 
any manner whatever not provided by 

law to any person * * * the amount or 
source of income, profits, losses, ex- 
penditures, or any particular thereof 
set forth or disclosed in any income 
return by any person or corporation. 





Officers or employés of the Govern- 
ment who offend against this provis- 
ion of the law will be punished by dis- 
missal and will thenceforth be inca- 
pable of holding office under the Gov- 
ernment. The disclosures made by 
Internal Revenue Collector WEiIss do 
not appear to come within these in- 
hibitions. The thing punished is the 
making known of facts “set forth or 
disclosed in any income return.” Mr. 
| Weiss said he had not received any 
| word from Mr. RoCKEFELLER, there- 
| fore he has evidently not received Mr. 
| ROCKEFELLER’S return. While we

That he has, 
and it is certainly well earned. Nobody 
can deny that as a writer he hag style, 
and while far from all will admit that as 
a philosopher he has substance, none can 
refuse to him the credit of having pro- 
duced, on subjects which most expositors 
make so dry and difficult that the ordl- 
nary reader finds them incomprehensi- 
ble, and therefore scorns or resents, 
books that carry that reader along with 
pleasantly aroused attention and give 
him the new and joyous sensation of as- 
sociating with thimkers real and deep. 

It is therefore a great service to the 
world that M. Bergson has performed, 
and so honestly has he merited the aca- 
demic palms that—well, that his get- 
ting them is something of a surprise. 
Unkind observers and cynical critics 
may declare the award not exceptional, 
but characteristic—may assert that, as 
M. Bercson’s fame as a philosopher is 
closely confined to people in whose 
minds his system of philosophy suffers 
from no competition with other philo- 
sophic systems, it was perfectly natural 
that the Academy should welcome him 
to membership. 

It is true that the other philosophers 
and the veteran students of philosophy 
do not admit that M. Burreson is either 
original or accurate and that biologists 
have only smiles for his science. But 
what of that? There’s hardly one of 
them, since the days of the Victorian 
giants, who does not envy the beauty 
and lucidity of his periods and the size 
and quality of his audience. He has set

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UNIVERSITY ENROLLMENT. 


Prof. Tombo Does Not Claim That 
It Indicates Merit. 
7'o the Editor of The New York Times: 

May I be permitted a word in reply to 
the letter of George L. Fox of recent 
date? I have always taken pains to 
call attention with respect to my com- 
pilations of university statistics to the 
fact that the figures, from the very 
nature of the case, have little qualitative 
significance, inasmuch as such items as 
of admission and advance- 
ment, efficiency of instruction, equip- 
ment, and the like are necessarily ig- 
nored in the comparison. In confirma- 
tion I should like to quote a sentence or 
two from an earlier statistical article: 

May I point out again, 
that I do not wish the reader to infer thar 
in my opinion size is the primary consid- 
eration in examining an institution of 
learning; on the cortrary, I am thoroughly 
convinced that there is as much fault to 
be found with an overgrown department, 
school, or univérsity as there is with an 
overgrown city or potato. We are con- 
cerned in the instance, however, 
with merely in student 
units and not in terms of productive effi-

The size of a university gives no more 
indication of its efficiency than the 
population of a country does of its de- 
gree of civilization, or the size of a city 
of the morals and social welfare of its 
inhabitants, and yet the Census Bureau 
does not hesitate to supply us with a 
wealth of comparative and flluminating 
Statistics concerning these matters. If 
my figures were misinterpreted, the 
fault rests with the overzealous alum- 
nus, and not with the compiler. Since 
Mr. F'ex has cited a foreign example, I 
might add that detailed tomparative 
statistics of the enrollment of the Ger- 
man universities are published twice a 
year and widely disseminated. 

May I also point out that the profes- 
sional schools of Columbia are not huge 
when compared with those of Harvard 
or Yale, as claimed by Mr. Fox? The 
Harvard Law School has 695 students, 
as against Columbia’s 450; the Harvard 
Medical School has 3806 students as 
against Columbia's 3841, and Yale’s 
Scientific School has 1,183 students as 
against Columbia’s 665. The non-pro- 
fessional graduate schodls at Columbia, 
with enrollment of 1,496, swell the 
Columbia total considerably, but thete 
schools, after all, constitute one of the 
most important branches of a univer- 
sity, of which the college, in the narrow 
sense of the term, is after all really not 
a part, and it must also borne in 
mind that not infrequently the large 
enrollment in a particular school is due 
to the well-deserved reputation which 
this school enjoys; this applies, for 
example, to the Columbia graduate 
schools, to the Harvard Law School, 
and to the Johns Hopkins Medical 
School.

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THE FALL PRIMARIES 


Should Be on First Registration 


Day for Convenience of Voters. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your editorial article dealing with 
the amendments we propose to the New 
York direct primary law you reviewed 
for the benefit of your readers the gen- 
éral intent and purpose of those amend- 
ments. Some objections have been sug- 
gested to the National Democratic Club's 
proposals, and we are prepared, as we 
| believe, to refute them. 

Permit me to begin with the objection 
brought against the most important 
amendment proposed, providing that the 
Primary shall be held on the first day 
of registration. It is said that this is 
actually impossible, that it would pro- 
duce chaos and confusion, that expert 
accountants as election and registry of- 
ficials could not do the work, and so on. 
The answer to this is that the thing is 
done now, and has been done for three 
years, in New Jersey under a provision 
in the primary law of that State, (vide 
N J. Laws—Green Book, Pages 182 and 
183,) approved by Woodrow Wilson, at 
the time of its adoption Governor of 
New Jersey. 

Moreover, the holding of registration 
and the primary election on the same day 
in New Jersey has increased the number 
of voters, and is admitted to be, mechan- 
ically, an economical arrangement as 
well as a great safeguard to fair elec- 
tions. Now, it cannot be said that owing 
to our congested population there are 
fewer voters in New Jersey than here, 
and that therefore the arrangement pro- 
pesed can operate there but not here. 
The fact is there are 400 voters in each 
New Jersey election district, (vide Page 
161, N. J. Laws—Green Book,) whereas 
experience shows the average New Yerk 
district to contain less than that number 
of voters.

lt is further urged that it makes no 
difference how elections are held under 
the Massachusetts ballot, since there is 
a possibility of independent nominations 
being made if a certain primary re- 
sults unsatisfactorily. This is perfecily 
true, but it does not go far. <All men 
know that practically the party or- 
ganization must be retained and party 
affairs continue to be administered un- 
der this form of ballot, as always, and 
the members of each party have the 
benefit of voting a party ballot bearing 
the party symbol. Not only that, they 
elect the members of their County and 
State Committee for the coming year at 
the same time that they nominate the 
party candidates for the coming elec- 
tion. Any improvement of the primary 
law insures popular control of the party

as the leader of the party in this State, 
and we are proud of his Administration 
and trust that his great opportunity for 
good in his present office will be taken 
advantage of, but we have respectfully 
urged him to believe that it is not for 
the best interests of the Democratic 
Administration which he heads to “ try " 
or ‘“‘test’’ a law which is admittedly 
faulty and incomplete.

CAMINETTI INSISTS 


Immigration Head Stirs Con- 
gress by Fanning Exclusion 
‘Agitation Despite Bryan. 


CALLS JAPANESE A MENACE 


Many Being Smuggled In, He Says 
—Assails Hindus, Two of 
Whom Protest. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Anthony 

|Caminettl of California, Commissioner 
| General of Immigration, denounced the 
| Japanese laborer to-day as ‘‘a menace 
| to the entire country ‘“ before the House 
Immigration Committee ata special hear- 
ing on the proposal to exclude Hindu 
| laborers. Mr. Caminetti even said that 
all Asiatics, including the Hindus and 
the Japanese, Were a menace and should 
be forbidden admission into the United 
States, 

The testimony of Commissioner Gen- 
eral Caminetti was considered rather 
sensational. It came in flat disregard 
to the request which Secretary Bryan 
recently made to the members of the 
House Immigration Committee for re- 
Straint in allowing any vent to the agi- 
tation for Japanese exclusion while deli- 
cate negotiations were pending between 
the United States and Japanese Govern- 
ments. What Mr. Caminetti said was 
considered the more significant because 
he appeared as the Federal official who 
dealt with the enforcement of the immi- 
gration laws, and, therefore, expressed 
views of an official of the Government 


on &@ matter concerning which the Jap- 
anese people were very sensitive. 

Members of the committee other than 
the Californians were rather amazed 
over his testimony, and are wondering 
whether he will be called to account by 
the Administration. 

For nearly a month California mem- 
gers of the House have been endeavor< 
ing to obtain action on the various 
pending bills introduced by Repre- 
sentatives Raker, Humphrey, Hayes, 
and others calling for the exclusion of 
Hiindus, Japanese, and all other Asi- 
atics. Open hearings on these bills were 
set for the middle of January. Several 
days previously the Japanese Govern- 
ment made public the speech of Prime 
Minister Makino on the negotiations 
over the enactment of the California 
alien land law. The House Immigration 
Committee immediately called off its 
hearings. 

Sacretary Bryan then asked the Chair- 
man of the committee that the anti-Jap- 
anese propaganda be checked, and last 
Thursday Mr. Bryan appeared person- 
ally before the committee and suggested 
the inadvisability of acting on the bills 
at this time. 


Hindus Appear to Testify. 


Until to-day all the sessions of the 
committee were secret. The occasion 
for to-day’s open hearing was the pres- 


ence in Washington of two Hindus who 
desired to eard. They were Dr. 
Sudhindra Bose of the University of 
Iowa, representing the National Asso- 
ciation for the Protection of Hindus, and 
Dr. Singh of Stockton, Cal. 

When the committee met and threw 
open its doors the members understood 
the hearing was to be confined to the 
Hindu question. But when Commis- 
sioner Caminetti took the witness stand 
he was unable to confine himself to that- 
issue and soon plunged into the Japafi- 
ese questions, frequently referring to 
the Japanese as “ Japs.’”’ 

“Asiatic immigration is a menace to 
the whole couritry,” said Mr. Camifetti, 
“and particularly to the Pacific Coast. 
The danger is general. No rt of thé 
United States is immune. e Chinese- 
have now spread over the entire coun- 
try and the Japanese want to encroach. 
The Chinese and Japanese have become 
so acclimated that they can prosper in 
any part of the country. The Pacific 
Coast and the South are peculiarly suit- 
ed to their choice, because of particular 
climatic conditions afforded in those 
sections. The people of California wait- 
ed patiently for diplomatic agreement 
on the Japanese question. I do not 
think they want to wait for diplomatic 
settlement of the Hindu question.” 

“Are there any existing laws or 
treaties that should prevent the passage 
of the Raker bill or either of the two 
Asiatic exclusion bills pending b®fore 
this committee?”’ inquired Representa- 
tive Raker of California. 

“In my opinion,” replied Mr. Cami- 
netti, ‘‘ there are no treaties which pre- 
vent Congress from legislating as _con- 
templated by the three pending bills; 
rot even the favored nation clause.” 

According to Mr. Caminetti there was 
danger to the public health of the coun- 
try from Asiatic immigration and from 
the introduction of hookworm, tra- 
choma, and other diseases. He asserted 
that from 60 to 80 per cent. of the 
Hindus and Chinese of the lower labor- 
ing classes had such diseases. This was 
based, he said, on reports by the Rocke- 
feller Foundation. In a general way, he 
said, a similar condition existed among 
Chinese laborers. 


Says Japanese Are Smuggled In. 


Members of the committee inquired 
about the published statistics, which 
appeared to indicate that the number of 


Japanese in the country was decreasing, 
because more were recorded as leaving 
than entering the United States. These 
figures were misleading, said Mr. Cami- 
netti, because Japanese were being 
smuggled wholesale into the country. 

“There is no question,” continued Mr. 
Caminetti, ‘“‘that the Japs are getting 
in sucregenicusty. The Japs are in- 
creasing in number. There are double 
the number here that were here five or 
six years ago. The Japs began to come 
in groups of about fifteen or twenty in 
about 1898 or 1899, Shall we allow our 
experience with Chinese immigration 
and the Japanese to be repeated in the 
case of the Hindu? Congress should pro- 
vide laws for better control of the north- 
ern boundary where the Japs and Chi- 
nese, as well as the Hindus, have been 
getting in, despite our Immigration In- 
spectors. 

‘There should be provision for water 
patrol to watch the many islands on the 
North Pacific Coast. I would have @ 
law to register the Asiatic laborers who 
come into the country. It is impossibie 
to protect ourselves from persons who 
come in surreptitiously. A patrol law 
to increase the patrol of the boundaries 
is an urgent necessity. It should be 
passed before Congress adjourns. 
would like to see results at the quickest, 
possible moment to check this menace 
to the Pacific Coast, and to the entire 
country. 

“Tf you throw open your doors to 
250,000,000 Hindus the whole United 
States, as well as the Pacific Coast, will 
get its share of them. The statistics 
showing that only 6,556 Hindus had 
come to this country are fallacious and 
misleading. There are more Hindus 
than that in the San Joaquin and Sac- 
ramento Vaileys in California. There 
are at least 30,000 Hindus tn Californta 
alone. and many in the States of Oregon 
and Washington.” 7 


Urges Canadian Barrier. 


Mr. Caminetti suggested that Congress 
in passing legislation for the exclusion 
of Hindu laborers should impose a pro- 


hibitive tax, an illiteracy test, and laws 
similar to those of Canada, which re- 
fuses to allow Hindus to land unless 
they have at least $200 In cash, and 6x- 
cludes them unless they come directly 
from India. This, he said, amounted to 
almost absolute exclusion, because there 
was an Indian law forbidding the sale 
of tickets to immigrants to countries un 
7 to such immigration. ’ 

Dr. Sudhindra Bose, the Hindu who 
testified to-day, protested against the 
enactment of any Hindu exclusion law, 
and suggested that the matter be regu— 
lated, if at all, by a “ gentleman’s agree- 
ment” similar to that between the Unit- 
ed States and Janan. by which the latter 
Government agreed to place restrictions 
upon the departure of Jananese laborers 
for the United States. Dr. Bose denied 
that the Canadian Tlindu exelusion law ~ 
had been approved >wv the British Gov- 
ernment, and asserted that if the Brit- 
ish son ag anes ehouie ‘ mr such 
a law it would precipitate serious 
peunte possibly a revolt, in British the 





H. T. CUTTER LEFT 
51,000,000 TO WIFE 


Will of Retired Druggist, Of- 
fered for Probate, Gives En- 
tire Estate to Her. 


ESTRANGED DAUGHTER DEAD

Many Large Contingent Bequests to | 


Friends and Charities—Cutter 
Died in 85th Year. 


Henry T. Cutter, for more than a 
generation one of the morst widely 
known business men in New York City, 
wno died on Jan. 21 at his home, 87] 
Lexington Avenue, left his entire 
fortune, estimated at from $1,000,000°to 
$1,500,000, to his wife, A. Gertrude 
Cutter. The will was offered for pro- 
bate yesterday. 

In the will Mr. Cutter spoke of a 
daughter, A. Gertrude Cutter, whom he 
had not seen in forty years. Few of 
the associates of Mr. 
he had a daughter. She was a child of 
a former marriage, and wnen her father 
in 1873 married the present Mrs. Cutter, 
who was a Miss Byland, a New 
girl, after his first wife’s death, the 
daughter left home while yet a child, 
and went to live with relatives at New- 
buryport, Mass., her father’s birthplace. 

She steadfastly refused to live with 
her stepmother, and continued to remain 
apart from her father up to the time of 
her death, three years ago. At first she 
frequently communicated with him, but 
after a few years she left Newburyport 
and ceased writing. 

Mr. Cutter never knew she was dead. 
He wrote in his wili, made Aug. 15, 
1913, that she should receive $100,000 
and a share 
if his wife should predecease him. After 
his death Frank M. Tichenor, who had 
been his attorney for =e years, tried 
to find the daughter, and iearned only 
two weeks ago that she had died. Mrs. 
Cutter is still living. 

Other bequests in the event that Mrs. 
Cutter should die before him were $500,- 
000 to Mr. Tichenor, $50,000 to the City 
of Newburyport, Mass., his birthplace, 
to be used for beautifying the 
$200,000 to George Ramsey, a friend; 
$100,000 to W. McMaster Mills, manager 
of the Plaza Branch of the Union Trust 
Company; $50,000 to Mary Vanorden 
Parker, a friend; $25,000 to the 
dist Episcopal Home for the Aged, and 
$20,000 each to the Presbyterian 
oe.

Alphonse Bertillon, director of the 
Department of the 
Paris police, the creator of the system 
of measureinent now in use by police 
of cities the world over, was in_ his 
sixty-first year. Ile was born Paris 
on April 22, 1853. His father before 
him was a noted anthropologist, and he 
reared as a boy in a home where 
discussions of scientific subjects were 
common, He himself developed an_in- 
terest in anthropology very early in life, 
and began its study systematically in 
ecnnection with his father. He studied 
medicine also, and was admitted to 
practice.

The idea was 
at first received with incredulous jeers 
in the scientific world, but the young 
scientist persisted and finally induced 
the Paris police to allow him to make

Hie proved his case, and was quickly 
recognized as the most valuable man in 
the police department. He was put at 
the head of the Bureau of Identifica- 
tion by the Prefect of Police, and he 
maintained that position for thirty 
years to the time of his death. In that 
perfected his system, until it 
was almost universally adopted and 
became a terror to the criminals of the 
world.

Dr. Bertillon was made a 
Chevalier of the Legion of Honor. He 
continued his interest in anthropology 
and in the period between 1883 and 19009 
wrote many authoritative works on that 
subject, ethnography, anthropometry, 
and criminal photography. He was the 
author also of several works on identi- 
fication through handwriting and graph- 
ic work. 

It was as a handwriting expert that 
Dr. Bertillon figured in the famous 
Dreyfus trial. The guilt or innocence 
of Capt. Dreyfus of the charge of trea- 
son hinged upon the identification of 
his handwriting with that of the in- 
famous bordereau, the treasonable cor- 
respondence between the traitor in the 
French Army, and the German authori- 
ties to whom he promised to make his 
betrayal. Lieut Col. Du Patty de 
Clam, it whose hands the investigation 
had been entrusted, thought he 
resemblance to the handwriting of 
bordeureau in letters he had obtained | 
from the young Capt. Dreyfus. He 
submitted samples of both to Bertillon, 
and so impressed the expert with 
eloquent presentation of his own views, 
that Bertillon finally declared the writer 
of the bordereau and of the letters one 
and the same man. 

Bertillon subsequently testified at the 
trial of Dreyfus, as one of three ex- 
perts on handwriting called by the Gov- 
ernment. Two of these declared Drey- 
fus the author of the bordereau; one 
declared he was not. Two experts 
called by the defense testified that 
Dreyfus was not the author of the trea- 
sonable document. At that trial Drey- 
fus was adjudged guilty, and condemned 
to life imprisonment on Devil's Island, 
where he remained five years until his 
case Was reversed.

‘* What is such an invéstigation for if 
it isn’t to point out the necessity of 
remedial legislation?’ said Mr. Smith 
yesterday. ‘‘ There are many Senators 
who are enraged over the action of the 
Assembly in this matter. If the Senate 
isn’t going to have a part in this inves- 
tigation what can you expect when the 
remedial measures go to the Senate for 
action?’ 

Mr. Smith acknowledged that he had 
heard much talk about a rival investiga- 
tion by the Senate. The Republican 
Senators, he said, were leaders in the 
movement. 

If there is a split, Mr. Smith said 
it would come when the Cristman Dill, 
which makes an appropriation of $25,000 
to pay the expenses of the Sullivan 
“‘ommittee, reaches the Senate It is 
expected that this bill will be rushed 
through the Assembly, but will be 
blocked in the Senate. The Se nate, 
it is expected, will demand a joint in- 
vestigation, and will sanction no ap- 
Propriation otherwise. 

What can our committee do with- 
out money?’’ asked Mr. Smith. 

If a separate investigation were or- 
dered by the Senate there would still 
be the problem of expense. Mr. Smith 
suggested that there was nothing to

“Tt is obvious,”’ he said, ‘’ that there 
is politics behind this projected inves- 
tigation. According to the resolution 
creating the committee the committee 
must report within three weeks, before 
the adjournment of the Legislature next 
@nonth. In other words, thc committee 
will have about a week ana aghalf to 
work up evidence. That is a joke. 
What the Republican leaders are plan- 
ning is to extend the life of this com- 
mittee over into the next Legislature. 
They want to lie idle for a while in the 
hope of popping up just befcre election 
with something good. 

‘“*T am in favor of a joint investiga- 
tion. A joint committee would still be 
controlled by Republicans. There would 
be three Senators on it and five As- 
semblymen. There wouldn't be any 
doubt about getting money under such 
x plan. This Assembly ivvestigation, 
as planned, is entirely without prece- 
dent. The question arises whether the 
Sullivan Committee has power to itnves- 
tigate without a special ajpropriation. 
I, for one, want a ruling on this ques- 
tion by the Attorney General.” 

Mr. Smith said that he would be on 
hand Monday evening when the sub- 
committee reported to the whole com- 
mittee its selection of counsel. 

* Would you agree to the selection of 
District Attorney Whitman?” Mr. 
Smith was asked. 

‘““Why not?” he replied, ‘‘ What have 
I to say? Thero are only two Demo- 
crats on the committee, Charles A. 
Brewster of Steuben County and my- 
self. And Mr. Brewster is against Tam- 
many. Even if Mr. Brewster and Mr. 
Schaap, the Progressive member of the 
coummnitine, agreed with me what chance 
would we have against the five Repub- 
lican members on the committee? ’

TO STEAL GRAFT EVIDENCE, 


Thief Tampers with Prosecutor’s 
Steel Chest Filled with Papers. 


Detectives from Police Headquarters 
have begun to search for the person or 
persons who tried to break into the 
steel chest in the Criminal Court Build- 
ing where the most important of the 
evidence in District Attorney Whitman's 
graft investigation is stored. The at- 
tempt to break open the chest appar- 
ently was made on Thursday, a legal 
xoliday, when»none of the members of 
ee Whitman's staff visited the building.

Assistant District Attorney John Kirk- 
and Clark, Mr. Whitman's chief ajd in 
the graft investigation. The chest is 
four feet high and about two feet 
square. It contains four drawers, which 
may be opened when a key is turned 
ina lock at the top of the chest. 

In the chest are the transcripts of the 
bank accounts of Charles F. Murphy, 
the Tammany leader; James E. Gaff- 
ney, Murphy’s warm friend, and of 
fourteen other politicians, 

It contains the official copy of the tes- 
timony which ex-Gov. Sulzer gave 
against Murphy and Gaffney before the 
Supreme Court Grand Jury; a transcript 


of the testimony given by John M. Mur- 
phy, a Bronx contractor, against Gaff- 
ney; transcripts of the testimony of the 
members of the Canal Board and of the 
Board of Water Supply, and _ several 
hundred canceled checks which were 
given to Tammany agents for favors ex- 
tended by the State Highway Depart- 
ment. Practically all of the evidence 
obtained in the three months of the 
graft investigation is stored in_ the 
chest. Besides it contains the Grand 
Jury minutes. 

There are two keys to the chest, but 
only one of them has been tn use for the 
last month. One of the keys has been 
in the possession of Assistant District 
Attorney Embree, another of the Whit- 
man aids, and the other in the posses- 
sion of Mr. Clark. Mr. Embree has 
kept his key locked in his safe. Mr, 
Clark used his key in office hours, but 
locked it in his own safe before leaving 
for the day. 

Mr. Clark locked the steel chest as 
usual on Wednesday evening and,in 
the presence of his Secretary, Jay D. 
Barry, and his stenographer, Miss Muy 
Reimer, he placed the key In the safe 
and locked the safe. When Mr. Barry 
and Miss Reimer left the office they 
locked the door of the office. Three 
windows bordering on the corridor on 
the north end of the building, however, 
remained unlocked. The windows, as 
a maneter of tact, cannot be locked se- 
curely. 

Mr. Clark did not return to his office 
on Thursday. Mr. Barry and Miss 
Reimer also did not visit the office. 
sarry was the first to appear at the 
weisoe yesterday morning. Mr. Clark 

elephoned to him, asking him to get 
certain papers from the chest and bring 
them to him at his home, 15 St. Nicholas 
Place. Mr. Clark was preparing to take 
the 12:40 train to Albany on a matter 
pertaining to the graft investigation. 

“I can't open the chest,’ reported 
Barry a little later. ‘Somebody has 
been trying to get into it, | believe.’’ 

Mr. Clark telephoned to Mr. Embree 
and asked him to make an investiga- 
tion. Embree tried his own key, but 
without success. 

After working on the lock for an hour 
an expert employed by the makers of 
the chest was called. He tried a number 
of keys without success and then opened 
the chest by drilling a hole near the| 
lock. The expert took a top section 
of the chest containing the lock to his 
shop, where he found the shank of a key | 
which*apparently had been twisted off. 
He gave this to Detectives Raines, 
Johnson, and Leigh. Clark had to leave 
for Albany without the papers but they 
were sent to him later in the day, 

Mr. Embree pointed out that the chest 
might have been opened and that the 
key could have been brefren after docu- 
ments had been remov It was also 
pointed out that an inti:|ler could have 
taken his time about cc ying anything 
of value. 

‘““We have not discoveted so far that 
any papers are missing,’’ said Mr. Em- 
| bree last night.

Mr. Kennedy refused to} 
testify in the John Doe investigation } 
by invitation, and a Grand Jury sub-| 
poena was served on him on Wednes- 
day The subpoena called for his ap- 
pearance on Monday tiarnent. 

Technically the subpoena calls for 
the State Treasurer's appearance before 
the Grand Jury, and he could be taken 
before any of the three Grand Juries sit- | 
ting in the Criminal Court Building. The 
purpose, however, is to call him as a 
witness before Chief Magistrate McAdoo 
at the public hearing. Mr. Kennedy has 
made it evident that he does not care to 
submit to cross-examination in public.

JANE ADDAMS PROUD 
OF CHICAGO SHOWING 


Registration Figures Prove Con- 
clusively That Women Want 
the Vote, She Asserts. 


WOMEN INSPECTORS ON JOB 


Mrs. Bowen Tells of - New Court to 
Handle Cases of Youths Be- 
tween 17 and 21 Years, 


Miss Jane Addams, who was at the 
Hotel Belmont yesterday, was enthu- 
silastic over the result of the recent reg- 
istration in Chicago, when 158,156 women 
took advantage of their first oppor- 
tunity to qualify as voters. 

‘As nearly as we can estimate,’’ Miss 
Addams said, ‘‘one woman out of ev- 
ery two and three-quarters of those 
eligible to vote registered, and this, I 
think, is a remarkable showing. It 
is an emphatic answer to those who 
have been saying that the women do 
not want the vote, for the percentage 
of those who registered was greater 
than almost any one predicted.”’ 

Miss Addams said that a woman In- 
spector had been placed in every reg- 
istration place and that’ this, she 
thought, had helped to draw the women 
out. Also, a few days before the reg- 
istration books were opened represen- 
of the Municipal Citizenship 
Committee, of which Miss Addams is 
Chairman, visited every registration 
place in the city, and where they found 
one in an undesirable location complaint 
was made to the election authorities, 
with the result that a new booth was 
chosen. Thus, no woman had to go into 
disagreeable surroundings ‘to register. 

Mrs. Joseph T. Bowen, the Treasurer 
of Hull House and President of the Ju- 
venile Protective Association of Chicago, | 
is with Miss Addams. She said that 
through the efforts of the Juvenile Pro- 
tective Association the first Boys’ Court 
in the world would be opened in Chi- 

cago this month. 

“This court,’’ Mrs. Bowen said, ‘is 
to come between the juvenile courts and 
the adult courts, and is for the cases of 
boys and young men from 17 to 21 
years old. By investigation in Chicago 
we found that many youths who were 
first offenders were being held for 
weeks and sometimes months in jails 
awaiting trials, and were then being 
sentenced in the adult courts as hard- 
ened criminals. 

‘One young man, 
jerked a bell cord to stop a train so 
that he could get off to go fishing was 
given five years for train wrecking, and 
another who smashed a grocery store 
window and stole a handful of crackers 
when he was hungry was sentenced to 
twenty years in the penitentiary for 
pusmlary. Both were first offenders 
and, while they broke the law, they 
certainly did not deserve the munishment 
inflicted upon them. 

‘Even when the punishments are just 
the young offenders suffer from the 
evil influence of the older criminals 
with whom they are confined awaiting 
trial. When the new court is opened 
the boys will not be held more than 
twenty-four hours before their cases 
will be heard. We hope to introduce 
the probationary system, which works 
so well in the juvenile courts, and by 
imprisonment ‘ot many 
who really do not want to become crim- 
inals and will obey the law if given a 
second chance.” 

Mrs. Bowen said that the next step 
of the Juvenile Protective Association 
would be an attempt to have a public 
defender appointed. 

e have a public prosecutor now,” 
she anid. “and I do not see why we 
should not have a public defender. The 
average youth brought to trial is too 
poor @r too ignorant to employ a good 
lawyer to defend him, and for this 
reason often loses his case. I think the 
State should employ some one to defend 
the first offenders, any how, as well as 
some one to prosecute them.”

UPHOLD ARSON CONVICTIONS 


Three Firebugs Must Go to Prison 
—Kaye Must Serve His Term. 


Several cases of importance to the 
Fire Prevention Bureau, of which Jo- 
seph O. Hammitt is the Chief, were 
decided in the Appellate Division yester- 
day. The appeals of two convicted fire- 
bugs, one of whom maintained a fleet 
of automobiles at Police Headquarters 
in which to send adjusters to fires, were 
dismissed, and their convictions were 
affirmed. In another case, the court 
dismissed the appeal of a real estate 
owner from a conviction in Special Ses- 
sions for violating an order of the Fire 
Prevention Bureau which required him 
to supply a sprinkler system in one of 
his buildings. 

Henry C. Freeman, head of the so- 
called arson trust, lost his appeal for a 
new trial. Freeman was sentenced to 
serve not less than eight years nor 
more than twenty-four years. He was 
convicted on the testimony of Isidore 
Stein, known as Izzy the Painter, and 
Moe Sliten, who toox out insurance poli- 
cies in the name of dummies. The Ap- 
pellate Division affirmed also the con- 
viction of George Grutz, who was a 
member of the same gang, without 
handing down an opinion. 

Charles Kaye lost his appeal from a 
conviction in Special Sessions, where it 
wag asserted that he had refused to 
equip a loft building with an automatic 
sprinkler system. Kaye’s building was 
a twelve-story structure, seventy-five 
feet wide and eighty-five feet deep, 
built of brick, iron, concrete, and steel. 
Several hundred persons were employed 
by manufacturing furriers and cloth- 
iers who were tenants of the building. 

Kaye’s contention that the alleged 
fireproof character of his building ex- 
empted him from putting iu an auto- 
matic sprinkler system drew forth this 
comment from the Appellate Division: 

“It did appear that one of the most 
dreadful digasters in the history of the 
City of New York had resulted from 
a fire in a building similar in type, size 
~ construction to defendant's build- 
ng.” . 

The Court said that in a building used 
for industrial purposes a fire was likely 
to be followed by loss of life and great 
amage. Kaye's argument that the law 
under which he was convicted made no 
direet provision for an automatic sprink- 
ler. was thus met by. the Court: 

“It would be unreasonable to attrib- 
ute to the Legislature and to the Board 
of Aldermen the purpose of committing 
to the Fire Commissioner the discre- 
tionary power to require slight and 
often ineffective precautions to be 
adopted, and to deny him the power to 
require the adoption of such other and 
more highly effective means of fire 
control as might from time to time be 
invented _and adopted.”

Head of Jersey Home Defends Her

abeth V. H. Mansell, Superintendent of 
the State Home for Girls here, was a 
witness to-day before the special com- 
mittee named by Gov.
